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REPORT OF THE HELPING TEACHER 
Curriculum Report 


The curriculum in the elementary school is constantly 
being improved. In cooperation with the suggestion of the State 
Department of Education, the Language Arts field is the area we 
have expanded. A suggested Language Arts Program, provided 
by the state, has been issued to all teachers. 


The National Defense Education Act has aided our program 
with the purchasing of new equipment, The school has been pro- 
vided with television sets and science lab tables. These tele- 
vision sets make it possible for the teachers to supplement their 
programs in the fields of science, music and social studies. 
Through the use of the new science tables it is now possible 
for the teachers and students to conduct experiments which will 
enable them to better understand and visualize the facts of 
science. (Several other pieces of equipment in the Audio-Visual 
field have been purchased and will be in use very soon). 


The additional classroom space will alleviate one of our 
most pressing problems that of the overcrowded classroom. It 
will enable us to continue and strengthen our program in caring 
for individual differences. 


Classroom Visitation 


The visiting of individual classrooms occupies a large 
percentage of my day. These visits are basically made to be of 
service to the teacher. Assistance is given in various areas such 
as providing supplementary material for enrichment purposes, 
programing and individual testing.

This is an 
increase of 92. The current year increased 42 over 1960. In the 
past decade the increase is 182. This is approximately an in- 
crease of 80% since the enrollment ten years ago was 234. 


The secondary enrollments are even more startling. On 
January 31, 1951 the secondary enrollment was 51. On January 
16, 1961 the secondary enrollment was 122. This increase of 71 
pupils at secondary level will be further increased when the pre- 
sent eigth grade advance to secondary school. The potential 
secondary enrollment for 1961-62 is 167. With the increased rate 
of high school tuition this has resulted in a budgetary increase 
of approximately $48,000. in the past decade in this one item. 


PERSONNEL 


There was one change in the professional staff of the 
supervisory union. Mr. Russell Raymond resigned to become an 
elementary principal at North Hampton. Mr. John Walsh, who had 
been an elementary principal in the union for several years, was 
elected to succeed Mr. Raymond. The promotion of a principal 
of long standing in the union makes such a replacement easier 
and more beneficial to teachers and pupils. Miss Sally Eustis 
of Chester was added to the office staff. 


The professional staff at the school had one change and 
one addition Mr. Warren Nightingale and Mrs. Elinor Mawson, 
recent graduates of St. Anselms and Plymouth Teachers College 
respectively, were engaged to complete the staff. 


The entire staff were professionally trained with varying 
number of years of experience. The staff worked together and the 
year has been a successful one despite the inconvenience of 
construction while school is in session. It is worthy of note that 
all the men concerned with the actual building of the addition 
were pleasantly surprised at the fine conduct of the student 
body. This bears out the oft repeated statement that the cooper- 
ative attitude of the boys and girls has made many things pos- 
sible in and at the school. In light of the cliche so often repeated 
that one of the problems of the nation is the juvenile delinquent, 
it is refreshing to have strangers comment favorably about the 
behavior of the children of the school. This indicates the atti- 
tude of the parents and it is a commentary reflecting credit on

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them and the whole community. 


The housing problem is temporarily solved. Without being 
prophetic the events of the past decade and a half do not permit 
complacency as regards school population. The probability is 
that the community, state, and nation will continue to grow. If 
such is the case, the housing problems will continue to be pre- 
sent. The current addition allows for growth of approximately 
20-25% of the current enrollment. 


The problems of meeting the educational needs of children 
Continues to expand. There is an increasing demand of the public 
and the press to meet the needs of atypical children. Currently 
the emphasis is on the physically handicapped and the mentally 
retarded. There is mandatory legislation coi cerned with the 
physically handicapped that prescribes the responsibilities of 
the district in this area. The education of the mentally retarded 
is permissive at present. There is little question, however, that 
it too will become mandatory at either state or local level. The 
other end of the scale, the mentally gifted, is also receiving 
attention. The necessity of utilizing the abilities of the gifted 
child is becoming increasingly apparent. The international com- 
petition in all areas is demanding that we as a people provide 
opportunities for our gifted young people to develop to the ful- 
lest the potentials with which they are endowed. 


FINANCES 


The total budget excluding capital outlay increases some 
$42,000.00. Three categories account for nearly $40,000 of the 
amount. High school tuition alone increases the budget some 
$19,750. Teachers’ salaries increased some $10,500. This in- 
cludes two additional teachers and allows increases for the 
current staff. Two additional teachers will certainly improve the 
educational opportunities of Londonderry children. Debt service 
increases by $1000. The balance of the increase is found in 
several places. The income item will also be increased. The 
amount of the increase is unpredictable since it is dependent on 
legislative action at State and National level. There is little 
question that state fund will be available. Eederal funds will be 
if platform pledges are kept. 


The growth of the school population is a phenomenon that 
is country wide. To meet the problems such growth entails is 
challenging to the community as well as staff. The community 
has provided the space. The staff pledges its best efforts to 
utilize the space to »est advantage. With the cooperation of all 
concerned the pupils of the Londonderry School will be able

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to compete with children anywhere.
